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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of 
record, when considered alone or in combination, does not anticipate not render 
obvious the claimed invention. The most relevant prior art found is US Patent 
6,349,907 to Hollington et al., which teaches a leg that is pivotably attached to a base 
for movement between an upright storage position and an outwardly extending use 
position. However, as the leg of Hollington et al. is taught as a member to support 
weight, not a member to space the base from a wall, Examiner finds no motivation in 
the art for modify the pivoting leg of Hollington et al. by attaching it to the rear wall of a 
clothes dryer, as claimed in the present application.
